cepting, nstof course had been expected, 
that it was necessary to nominate Win- 
throp Murray Crane for lieutenant gov* 
ernor by baliot. 


Jlr. Crane was nominated on the first 


baliut by a voSo of 1347 to 538 for Winslow.

the St. Louis declarations, announcing 
in the beginning that the Republicans of 
Mss< achusrtts hnve neither past profea- 
bions to abjure mw new principles to de- 
clan.

PITTSBURQ, Pa., Oct. 1.—Two freights 


collided last night at Phileou, 13-1 miles 
east of Pittsbnrg on the Baltimore & Ohio 
road, making one of the worst wrecks in 
the road's history. One man is dead and 
two are fatally injured with several miss- 
ing, the latter without doubt being under 
tho wreck. Owing to the crippled condi- 
tion of the wires only meagre accounts 
are as yet obtainable. 


The grade at Philson is heavy, over one 


hundred feet to the mile. 
The fast 


freight is scheduled to meet the west 
bound freight at Philson. 
The latter 


reached the siding and waited on the 
main track for the east bound train. 
Sdortly after starting down grade the 
crew on the fast freight lost control of 
the train, which soon attained lightning 
speed. 


The fearial speed made the crew decide 


to take the chances of staying aboard. 
As tbe train shot aronnd the curve at 
Philson it struck the other train. Every 
car of the fait freight was thrown to a 
common centre and ground to atoms. 
The engines were smashed to scrap iron. 
The debris is piled up as high as the top 
of the telegraph poles.

The houses of York and Lancaster 


began and ended with strife within a 
decade, Napoleon aud Wellington pur- 
sued mutual carnage lor only a fow 
brief years, bat two belligerents, fa- 
mous in legal circled, seem to have been 
predestined for eternal combat and dis- 
seiisious. 


They are John Doe and Richard Roe. 
Twin brothers, creatures of the crea- 


tive British legal mind, these two men 
of mystery liavo pnzzled tho ar.tute 
miuda of judge* and lawyers ami hava 
caused Junes to hang in tbe jury room 
while attempting to pour oil on the 
troubled waters of litigation. 


Under the reign of Edward III, when 


the patient aud plodding Saxon was 
picking his way out of feudal gloom, a 
new form of legal piocedure was enact- 
ed by parliament for his relief. 


John Bull's love of dominion over 


land is only equaled by his desire to 
secure dominion over the high seas, and 
in tbe past, as it is DOW true of tho 
present, whenever he got a hold, a 
leasehold, a copyhold of any kind upon 
H spot of earth, great or small, he 
would cling to it as though (he spot 
was a hallowed heirloom. To repossess 
tho Englishman of his real estate 
wrongfully withheld from him a writ 
of ejectment was invented. 


Hitherto his means of redress lay

These song, twin boys, 
were to her as Punch and Judy are to 
wandering mountebanks, and under the 
name of oue she gathered all tbe com- 
plaints of the plaintiff and under the 
name of the other all the defenses of the 
defendant, and thus two armies meet 
in legal form, while hoodwinked justice, 
in wig and gown, shakes the dicebox.

The maternal 
colonies left the maternal roof and set 
tip housekeeping, but both in England 
and America these two brothers, John 
Doe aud Richard Roe, keep up the fam-

The great mistake ct those 
not accustomed to lensus is to got them 
too strong. It is snch a pleasure for the 
moment to see things ulearly that we 
exclaim: "Oh, yes, that's just right," 
whereas the proper glass would be one 
of considerably less power.

Governor Altgeld of lll'noii expresses 


a popular drl-rsion of the free coinage 
advocates when ho asserts, "Formerly 
all of the gold and all cf the silver that 
was mined each year was added to the 
stock of money of the world." In one 
form or another this assertion is being 
repeated throughout the country as an 
argument for free silver. 


By "formerly," however, Altgeld 


mejuis previous to 1878. But he is very 
much astray as to his facts. In no conn- 
try of tha world, at any period in his- 
tory, have all of the gold and silver 
mined each year been used as money. 
Large quantites of both metals have al- 
ways been used in the arts, at some 
periods the consumption in this form, 
exceeding the annual prodnction. At 
least 50 per cent of all the gold and sil- 
ver mined has been used for other pur- 
poses than for money. Since the discov- 
ery of America the value of the world's 
production of gold and silver is given 
by Dr. Soetbeer and other statisticians 
at about 118,700,000,000. 


The total value of the world's stock 


of money is now but little more than 
$8,000,000,000, showing that over $10,- 
000,000,000 worth, or about 60 per 
cent, of gold and silver has been •aged 
in the arts. 


In the SO years previous to 1873 the 


United States coined only 8,000,000 sil- 
ver dollars, and about $125,000,000 of 
subsidiary coins. During the past 38 
years there have been coined over 423,- 
000,000 silver dollars and about $80,- 
000,000 in subsidiary coinage. Thus in- 
stead of adding less silver to our stock 
of money since 1878, we have coined 50 
times as many silver dollars as were is- 
sued before that time <and have greatly 
increased our annual coinage of sub- 
sidiary silver. Our crfnage of gold has 
also increased largely since 1873, ttie 
average amount for ths 23 years before 
that date bMnjj about 1181,000,000 an- 
nually, while 'lot the jjwrf 28 years it 
averaged over $46,000,000 per year.

SIGHT OF TERROR FOR MAM PEOPLE 


Mine Property Destroyed and Homes nud 


Factories Wrecked or Damaged—A 


Million Dollar 
Bridge 
Curried 


Away—Railroads Washed Out. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 1.—From many 


part's of the state belated report! tell- 
ing of the great destruction wrought 
by the- fierce storm of Wednesday night 
and 3 esterday morning arc now coming 
in. The destruction at many point*, is 
tar pi-eater than was at first believed, 
aud the loss will run into the hundreds 
of thousands. At Ilarrisburg tlie scene 
was on? of demolition and destruction. 
The mark of the whirlwind that passed 
over 1 hat city will not be effaced in a 
moutli or a year. As the storm in- 
creased in fury there were scores of 
people in the city who wont to their 
cellai s and prayed that the fate of St. 
Lous might not be in store for Harris- 
bur^. There were thousands who sat 
shuddering until morning1 waiting 
for tue fury of the wintl and rain to 
abate. At 12: JO a ball of fire, to obser- 
vers as large as a September sun, 
flashed out into the blackness from the 
southwest, and hucg for a full minute 
in the angry heaven 
Those who saw 


it saj that it died away (Jowly. 
After 


this t he worst was over. Trees were 
uprooted and blown clown, houses un- 
roofe'1. sign boards demolished and the 
streets were filled with debris. There 
was 1 ardly an avenue or a, street thit 
was not filled with tree limbi and 
wreckage. 


Damage on Cettrsliura* Fi«ld. 


The storm hi Adams county did 


trcm uclous damage to houses, barns, 
timber and fencing, but no casualties 
art; reported. On the Gettysburg Bat- 
tle fit-Id, the national cemetery suffered 
very severely. Round Top and Cnlps 
Hill are a mass of broken trees and the 
ne-v i' on obsor»atory on Cemetery 
Ridge was injured. The monument of 
the hixty-MXth Oiiio regiment was com- 
pletely ovcrtu»ned. 


Houses and Barns \Vrecked. 


At Lebanon later reports show that 


the damage by the storm was far 
greater than at first supposed. In ad- 
dition to the round house of the Leba- 
non A Cornwall Railroad company be- 
ing demolished, that of the Cornwall 
railroad met with a similar fate. The 
lo'sse-. sustained by these two compan- 
ies will run into the thousands of dol- 
lars. The United Brethren church ot 
Annville waSj wrecked and the bunny- 
side mills were unroofed. A part of 
tht; roof of the Ur.'ited Brethren church 
in Lebanon was carried away as well 
as those of the dwellings of Joseph 
Stro .man and F. H. Fort iff. 
At tlie 


Iron City brewery the boiler and en- 
gine houses were levelled to the ground, 
the top of the steeple of Salem Luther- 
an church was broken. The old brick 
furnace at Xorth Lebanon, used fur 
storage purposes, is a mass of ruins. 
W iKon Christman and his family, re- 
sign g near Copps' rolling mill, had a 
mos! thrilling1 eae.ipe. They had just 
left the house when one of the walls 
eollrpsed tilling their sleeping apart- 
ments with a mass of brick and mortar. 
The steeple of the Reformed church at 
Jonc-stoun was blown away and the 
stee >le of the Suedbtirg church was 
twisicd nut of shape. The roundhouse 
at 1 i-emoiit was wrecked and several 
engines damaged. As far as can be 
learned no one was seriously, injured, 
but the oldest people say tliey never 
experienced anything like it. It was a 
night of terror. 


Coal Company's Heavy ZiOSB. 


At Shamokin buildings were de- 


stroyed and property of every descrip- 
tion laid waste for miles. The heaviest 
loser is the Patterson Coal company, 
whose colliery is situated at Natalie, a 
mining village situated six miles east 
of t'lis city. Fourteen houses were to- 
tall..- destroyed, seven by fire and seven 
by t he storm. The stables connected 
with the colliery were blown down and 
thirty mules killed outright. 
The 


breaker was almost entirely demol- 
ished, causing u loss of over $60,000 to 
the Patterson Coal company. John 
Chalmers was fatally injured and Mrs. 
Savineski had a limb fractured trying 
to rescue her t aby, which was fatally 
injured and has since died. At Deib- 
krs Station the

.Brethren 


church was totally destroyed by the 
storm. 


rvun Road Badly Crippled. 


General Superintendent Shep»ard of 


the Pennsylvania railroau, whose office 
is at Altooaa, says the ro.id hai suf- 
fered great damage at many points 
and that trains will be more or less de- 
layod for several day. The greatest 
iin;rle loss to the Pennsylvania Rail- 
rail company is the bridge across the 
Susquehanna river at Columbia, noth- 
ing being left of it but the piers, the 
iron span in the middle, and the first 
span at each end. The bridge was a 
lujln and a, quarter long, and was said 
to be the longest covered bridge in the 
world. It cost SI.000,000 and was built 
in 18(19. Columbia appears to have suf- 
fered more than any other section of 
the county. The people became terror- 
str eken and left the upper stories of 
their homes until the storm subsided. 
The damage in the borough is esti- 
mu ted at V>00,000, and the btreets w ere 
iilli d with parts of the wrecked build- 
ings. Not one of the many big manu- 
facturing1 plants along the river es- 
caped injury. 
The wrecked bridge, 


winch was lifted bodily from its piers, 
lie . in the river above the piers. 
This 


terrific force of the storm at Columbia 
is >hown by the fact that timbers of 
the bridge were carried by the wind 
up a^ far as the tunnel on the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, a full 
mile away

assemblyman Daniel Finn of New 
York. Hereafter no person shall prac- 
tice horseshoeing as a master or jour- 


neyinan V>rseshocr in any city having 
a population of 50,000 or more, nnless 
he is duly rsgistered in a book kept for 
that purpose in the office of the county 
clerk. No person shall be entitled to 
register as master 
or journeyman 


horseshoer without presenting a certifi- 
cate of satisfactory examination before 
the board of examiners and whose 
qualifications for examination shall be 
that he has herveil an apprenticeship 
at horseshoeing1 for at least three 
years.
